".The Chicago Motor Club al-, 
ways has been fully aware of the 
•importance of mass transporta- 
tion. If general revenue funds 
cannot be used at, this time for 



a mass transit subsidy, then the 
Chicago • Motor Club would rec- 
ommend' compromise legislation 
which would enable the state to 
borrow . $24 million . from motor 
fuel tax receipts with the under* 
standing that such legislation is 
a one-time-only proposition and 
with specific one-year repay- 
ment provisions spelled out." 
. Cavanagh added that the motor 
club .would continue to vigorous- 
ly oppose increasing the state 
gasoline lax to subsidize transit. 
He said : "The outright giving Of 
highway funds to aid niass tran- 
sit during this emergency . is not a 
sound and responsible solution for 
the transit industry's problems 



and will only 'increase s the. al- 
ready heavy lax burden-being 
boriio by Illinois motorists." ' 

The motor club president point- 
ed out that motorists' taxes were 
significantly increased- just last 
year by the General Assembly, 
both the state gas tax and license 
plate fees receiving healthy 
boosts.- "Motorists pay the same 
taxes as alt citizens," he said, 
"and in addition continue to pay 
and. pay 'special taxes as motor- 
ists. Every time a motorist stops 
at a gas pump he is paying 40 
per cent in taxes' for . each gal- 
lon of gasoline he, buys."

'Last year, the figures were 3,801 
policies worth nearly $35 million, 
Johnson said. 

He added that RH Is tho only 
government vet cran s' life insur- 
ance dpen to, new issues, and 
described it as a valuable, low- 
cost insurance which provides 
adequate coverage for veterans 
with 'service • connected disa- 
bilities.

Johnson noted the low cost of 

this insurance. For example, the 
premium for' a 25-year-old vet- 
eran on a $10,000 five year term 
policy is $2.60 a month . . 

Coupled with a . $10,000 policy 
converlbd from Servicemen's 
Group Life Insurance at stand- 
ard rates, tho disabled veteran 
can carry $20,000 worth of life 
insurance coverage at a com- 
paratively low premium rate, he 
pointed out. • . . -'' • 

He further explained that RH 
life insurance Is available to 
veterans separated from service 
after April 24, 195 1, who have a 
VA disability -rating, "and who 
are in good health, asldo from 
their service-connected disabili- 
ties. , 

' Regulations require that ap- 
plications for RH insurance bo 
made within one year of the- vet- 
eran's notification from VA of 
his service-connected disability. 

The VA official urged dis- 
abled veterans to request ad- 
ditional information on RH^ in- 
surance from their local VA of- 
fices as soon as possible after 
disability fating. 

A free pamphlet, 29-9 A, which 
contains ^premium . rates and 
other Information * about RH in- 
surance,, is also available from 
any VA office. .

"Our earnings goal," Chandler 
told stockholders, "now looks 
like a cinch, barring something 
most unusual." At the begin- 
ning of the year, Chandler set a 
goal of 10c to 19c. over 1969's 
$2.57; or approximately $2.67 to 
$2.75 a share. 

_ T JChandier, r pointed^o,utiihat_:as: 
previously reported, revenues, for 
the 12 months ended April SO, 
reached $303 million, topping 
$300 million for the first time; 
and that consolidated' earnings 
per share of common stock rose 
to a record of $2.80 during the 
same, recent 12-month period. 

In citing what a progressive 
company can achieve In a rapidly 
growing territory, Chandler said 
the $200 million mark ui 1 reven- 
ues was reached just four years 
ago in 1066, and the $100 million 
level in 1959. 

Chandler said earnings so far 
In 1970 have been helped by the 
lower federal income tax rate; 
the s^ven per cent colder than 
.normal weather in -the first four 
months; increased demand for 
natural gas because of its non- 
pollutant qualities: and' the con- 
tinuing addition of new custom- 
ers and conversion to space heat 
by present customers. 

He pointed out that earnings 
in 1970 should be further en- 
hanced by NI-Gas" contract to 
sell Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany more gas, primarily during 
the summer. He said that while 
Edison's gas purchases amounted 
to some $8 million in 1969, they 
are expected to reach about $20 
million this year.

"Regardless of the Canadian 
gas, however, our other new sup- 
plies and our storage capability, 
assure meeting our next winter's 
requirements, and without inter- 
ruption of any existing firm cus- 
tomer," Chandler said. 

"Of ono thing our customers 
can be sure," he said, "we will 
not fall to supply gas to all loads 
that we permit to be connected 
to our system. And so for, we 
are not restricting any connec- 
tions, although we are now re- 
quiring 15 months' notice for any 
massive new industrial loads.*' 

The NI-Gas chairman pointed 
but that gas may someday, be 
made from coal. "Research on 
this has been going for; many 
years and is now culminating in 
pilot plants.

Chandler told shareholders that 
the company's coal rights acqui- 
sition program in central Illinois 
is continuing, and that a substan- 
tial number of acres have been 
1 acquired.
